_ .: LIFE.- 

For nearly a fortnight past, says Sydney. 
Duily Telegruph;.tho attention of tho Com. 
monwealth hay been focussed upon a mino. 
in the far west of Australin, where ‘a 
stranger from Italy was buried alive, owing 
to the suddon flooding of the doep levels in 
whigh, ho “waa working, Varischelti’ was: 
fho\nhh’s name, and the oxpericnce that 
bofell him is almost -uniquo in the annals 
of. human adventuro, Tt ‘chanced that-n 
cectain amount of air was imprisoned in 
the ming, and the water pressure was just 
sufficient to corner it in ono part of the 
workings, but not strong cnough to force 
it, out and take ity place... Had it heon a 
little stronger, or had there beon uny vent 
holes by which the air could have retreated 
lefore tho inrushing water, Varischetti 
would lave been instantly drowned. As 
it was the eud of the workings became 
converted inte a huge diving-bell, which 


kopt him dry and gave him plenty of com: 4 


pressed iv to breathe. Bubhe was hun- 
dreds-of feet down in tho earth utterly 
helpless, in a solitude as black and blank 
as that of a tomb, with no means 
of knowing or oven thinking of any- 
thing -that might be done for his relief. 
All the resources of the Stato were, how* 
ever, immediately put undor contribution 
for the vesoue of that one man. . Up into 
the wildernoss divers and diving apparates 
were rushed by special. train from Perth, 
and by a triumph of scientific skill and 
human bravery food and even light were 
eonroyed to him through scores of fathoms 
of muddy water.

Nor could the choors that went up from the 
crowd when the stranger was saved ufter a 
nino days’ struggle, or the frantic kisses 
that were showered by women on his gal- 
lant rescuers, havo betokened more heart- 
felt joy if ho had been near and dear to 
every one of them,
